ONE WITNESS DECLARED A LIAR.

Exciting Incidents in the Ohio Bailot-Box
Forgery lnquiry.

LAWIER CAMPBELL UPON THE STAND

Belore the ballot-box committee yesterday
Representative Butterworth referred to For-
aker's alleged treachery to Bherman in the
Chicago Convention. Theex-Governor arose
and emphstically declared bhe would listen
to no more such talks from anybody. He
said he had some letters which would put a
sew ince upon masiters. Foraker also read
a telegram from OChairman Hadden, de-
pouncing Attorney Campbell's testimony as
falae from beginning to end.

MPECIAL TELEGEAX TO THE DISFATCH.}

Wasmixcroxs, February 7.—There seems
to be no end to the sensstional festures
growing out of the Ohio ballot-box forgery
investigation. To-day ex-Governor Foraker
poared out his wrath upon his epemies in
general and Congressman Buiterworth in
partioular, and the teslimony of one witness
was plainly called a lie by another party in-
terested. The first incident occurred when
Mr. Butterworth said that in justice to him-
self and Governor Foraker he wanted to
answer & question asked him by Mr, Turner
a8 to whether there was any friction between
himself and Governor Foraker.

He did not want It to be undersinod that
they were on terms of affectionate endear-
ment during the campaige. They had
eritigised each other, and were not on sfuch
affectionate terms us to be in constant com-
municstion with eachother. As to the Chi-
cago convention, that was 8 matier berwesn
Senator Sherman and Governor Foraker,

PYORAEEE GETS EXOITED.

Thisx remark ¢vidently angered Governor
Foruker, for, half rising in his seat, he ex-
elaimed: “‘Bo far as the Chicago eonvention
is concerned, I am prepared to meet what
anybody may say, with the aid of a few let-
ters I have. I do not propose to be aspersed
here or anywhere else sbout Chicago. I have
beard all I want to hear of it, here and in
Ohio. By the best men in the Republican
party st the Chicsgo convention I can refuie
soy aspersions any man cao mske, apd I
buave beard this thing for the last time with-
out resenting it. I owe no apology to any-
body except myself, in that I have not more
nctively defended myself sgainst suck in-
sinuntions!”

Contivuing his testimony Mr, Butterworth
denied broadly knowing anything about the
ballot-box contract or the forged paper be-
fore the Music Hall speech and the publica-
tion.

HIS FIEST INTIMATION.

About October Sith or 10th Inst the editor
of the Cincionuti Evening Poxt telegraphed
him, st Boston, that it was stated that his
name was atiached to the contract, and wit-
ness telegraphed an emphatic denial that he
had signed any such paper. Later Mr,
Halstend had written him a pote, saying
that he did not blame him for strongly de-
nying the matter. To this witness replied
in = four page letter.

When again witness wrote to Mr. Hal-
stead, and wanted to know why he had not
made inquiry which would have settled the
character of the paper, Mr. Halstead replied
that the inguiry wounld imply doubt, snd
the paper came to him in such a way that
be did not doubt its gesuineness. He had
admitted that if the paper had not come to
bim through amanof such character as
Governor Foraker he might bave doubted
and iovestizated; but he declared thut he
sssumed all responsibility,

CAUSE OF THE INVESTIGATION.

In November Mr, Halstead, ic the conrse
of a chat, offered witness the paper to ex-
smine for & few days. Witness brought it
to Washiogton snd consulted with the other
persons whose names appeared on the paper
a5 to what should be dome to make it pub-
licly known as & bald forgery.

It bhad been rumored in Obio that the
puper was really gennine, but that it had
bees denied by the Commerciel-Gazette, as
it wonld bring down prominent Republicans
with Jim Campbell, There was also from
time to time in the Commercial-Gasetle an
intimation that there was another paper
somewhere. Bo the gentlemen determined
that there should be & Congressional inves.
tigation to settie the matier,

WHY X0 DENIAL WAS MADE,

James E. Neal, who was Chnirman of the
Btate Democratic Executive Committee, of
the campnign of 1880, was called to the
stand. He said that after Governor For-
uker's speech, and the publication of the
forged paper, be hud called wpon Mr
Campbell, and they had resolved not to
makea lpem'ﬁ:: denial until they bad re-
ceived absolute proof N[ the falsity of the
paper. They called unly T, €, Campbell,
who denied any knowleoke of an étlginni
contraet and advised th a reward be
offered for Wood, N\

October 10, witness receivea's telegram st
Columbus from Messrs. Harm\o and Jor-
dan, at Cincionati, and, going to see them,
was told how the forgery had been made.
Harman procured the affiduvits of Murray
and the young draughtsmen Millward _and
Davis. Harman had given his word to the
young men, that if Mr, Halstead, after see-
ing the sffidavits, would print a retraction,
they were to be returned to them.

Witness said that it would have been a
violntion of the young men's confidence to
arrest Mr. Haistead. Then, too, it was be-
litved that a retraction coming from the
original publishers of the forgery would
bave & stronger effect than if made by some
other editor. Witness went on to ssy that
the senroh for Wood had been
and how it had been abandoned when it wag
evident that his arrest would be too Iste to
help the case.

W0OD'S CALL ON CAMPEELL.

He corroborsted Governor Campbell’s
story of Wood's visit to Hamilton and the
censvarmbion between them. Wood said be
Wi & very poor, struggling man, s poer

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that he was wearing his brotherin-law's
clothes. He sdded that he believed he conld
be fived $500 and imprisoned for six months.
He could take the imuwriscnment snd a
friend wonld pay his fine. Ot course his
poverty appealed to the sympathy of Gov-
ernor Campbell and himsell, but that sym-
pathy did not take the form of financial as-
sistance, nor did he understand Wood to
appeal for such a thing,

Mr. Jobn E. McLean was next oalled.
He said he was the owner of the Cincinoati
Enguirar. He never knew Wood or spoke
to him in Washington. Never had any po-
litical, social or financial relations with
John Sherman, or the other persons named
in the forged paper. Never before to-dny
saw the lorged paper, and mever was inter-
ested in a bailot-box bill

THE OTHEE CAMPBELL'S STORY.

Lawyer T. C. Campbell, being called to
the stand, textified that he first made Wood's
acquaintance sbout 15 years ago, when he
was ealled to defend Woed from a charge in
the police court. The witness told of the
introduction of Weod's ballot box in Cin-
cinuaii, the organization of the company in
Muny, 1887; and the e of the New
Jersey ballot-box bill. The New Jersey
boxes cost §15 apiece. 'Woud bad called his
attention to the ballot-box bills introduced
in Congress at the iostance of the Boston
Dallot Box Company. These bills had
been introduced by Senator Hoar—not by

nest—in 1886 and 1888. 8o he drew upa
bill siter the same pattern,

Witness told how he had applied to his
old friend, Representative Grosvenor, and
be hud msde the point thata Demoorat
should be selected to introduce the bill ina
Democratic house, and asked if witness
knew Representative Campbell. He did
aund applied to the gentleman, who intro.
duced the bill. Wood had told witness
whnt the witoess did not believe—that Gov-
ernor Foraker hud something to go with the
ballot box syndicate. He had also said that
James Fornker was interested, which there
seemed to be some resson to believe,

CHAIRM AN HADDEX'S INTEREST.

Wood also said boastfully that Hadden
and Ouotealt were interested, and thut But.
terworth would come in. Hadden spoke to
wituess (s ter Foraker’s nomiuation), say-
ing: “You fellows are going to have a nice
time with your box in Washington.” Wit.
ness had replied that the bill had been
dropped and was dead. Had no converss-
tion with Hadden or anyone else asde-
seribed by Hadden, ana never had a list of
signatures of members of Congress made b
himself or any one else, Never showed suc
a gnper to Hadden.

{ the paper was honorably drawn, as
Hadden had admitted, he would not have
been ashamed to show it and been compelled
to thrust it back in his pocket after waviag
it in the air. After the retraction, when
there was need of support for Governor For-
aker's statement, Hadden conld havecleared
up the matter by coming forward nnd tell-
ing his story. Bat he did not, His story,
if true, would have been of infinite value 10
Governor Foraker, and his refusal to tell it
would have been & piece ot arrant treachery
to the Republican party.

A QUESTION FROM FOEAKER,

Governor Foraker nsked witness if he
doubted his statement that Hadden had told
him the story of the existencs of an original
paper, Witness replied thut the Governor's
stutement was enough lor him. Witness,
continnine, told how he had turnished in-
formation to Governor Campbell after the
publication of the forgery. He told of his
visit to Mmm Wood, and bow she had told
him that Governor Foraker was a great snd
good man (au opinion in which he coin-
cided), but haa finally refused to give hum
an{ information.

Vitness told bow he bad been confronted

with two letters from Wood, one dated at

Washiogton and one st insw, Micl,,
bat both the same date.  He was
baffied, but songht in Mich for Wood

1n vaig, and gave it gp. Witness then ex-
plained the “‘dear cologel” letter, saying
thut Governor Camphell, while Bepresents-
tive, had at his request had the records of
the Ordnance Department searched to look
up the claim of a Confederate eoldier's
widow (Mrs. Mason), and the letter had
been written to him (witness) in explana-
tion of the resmlt. That was all there was
of the celebrated gun deal.

AX IERESPONSIBLE PREVARICATOR.

Wood had found that leiter in witness’
pigeon holes and evolved the entire story
from his vivid imagination. Wood did not

lie like other people. He was giveo to ex-
aggeration. Heeould not be held responsi-
ble. He conld not tell the truth consecn-

tively or, if he did, it would be by necident,
He thought Governor Foraker knew of this
peculinrity, but was now willing to say that
the Governor's opportunities were not as
Emd as his (witness) ior correctly estimatin,
Wood's character. Witness remembe
that in 1885 Governor Foraker had made
disparaging remarks sbout Hall and Wood
in connection with the sule of the Hall &
Wood Carringe Company to Gainsford, who
was Foraker’s client,

On cross-examination witness said to Mr.
Turner that Hadden hud been interested in
the Ohio ballot-box syndicstes, and so had
Outealt aod others, Witness had never
considered whether or not they wonld be
interested in the ol the bill by Con-
gross. Said he: “The whole of this nasty
mess has been stirred up by reason of the
fact that Judge Ontealt (Mr. Butterworth’s
partner) was trustee of the Ohio eontract.,
It was essumed by Wood that if Ju Out-
ocalt bad s contractin Ohio, Mr. Butter.
worth must bave had one in ‘Vuhington."

CHANGED HIS MIND,

Witness was at first uncharitable enough
to suppose that Governor Foraker was be-
hind this whole matter, butnow be had come
to the conelusion that Hadden was the prime
mover, and that be was the one who induced
Wood to do this tning. Governor Foraker
sought for some time to get the witness to
gay he did not believe him to be cognizant
of the jorgery., The witoess frst suid ke
believed the Goveranor did
sk Wood to commit the crime,
and, when finally pressed for a specific
answer, said:
‘Wood committed a forgery, but I think you
have been remiss in not finding it out.™

Governor Foraker replied that had been
his opiuion abont the witness, He had be-
lieved that he procured the paper, but now
saw that he had not. He did not want to
reflect upot Mr. Hadden, bowever.

Mr, Grosvenor said that he wished to go
on record as ndmitting the corrections of
Governor Foraker's statement touching his
interview with Hadden ou June 27, as it had
not been im ed by any testimony.

Bmith L. Jolhnson, of Columbus, testified
respecting & conversation he had heard on a
train, when Governor Foraker had said he
had knowledge of a business transaction
which would affect Sherman, MeKinley and
Batterworth. They were speaking of the
rumors that these gen were not prop-
erly su ng the Governorin the canvass,
The Governor did not speak unkiadly of the
pentlemen.
